Your Right to 
Apply Has a 
Time Limit 


The Veterans Insurance 
Act put time-limits upon 
the right of the Depart- 
ment to accept applica- 
tions for this insurance. 
Extension of these time- ; 
limits was discussed at the last session of 
Parliament, and may come before the House 
again next year. But as the law stands today, 
the time-liniits remain as follows: 


it you were discharged before February 20, 
1945, your application for insurance must 
be approved before February 20, 1951. 


If you were discharged after February 20, 
1945, your application must be approved 
within six years of the date of your dis- 
charge. 


If you are interested in Veterans Insurance, we 
suggest, therefore, that to be on the safe side you 
get in touch with the nearest district office of 
the Department of Veterans Affairs as soon as 
possible. A trained counsellor is on hand at 
every office to assist you with your insurance 
problems. If it is more convenient for you, 
write directly to the Superintendent of Veterans 
Insurance, Department of Veterans Affairs, 
Ottawa.

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Now China’s In It 


As The Hdmonton Bulletin forecast in 
blunt terma five weeks ago, Red China has 
climbed into the Far East war and has 
created the most dangerous threat to 
world peace yet to arise from the Com- 
munist campaign of aggression. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur has defined 
the danger points with great care. In plain 
Janguage they are these: 

1. It will be next to impossible to stem 
Red Chinese aggression in Korea without 
bombing the Chinese source of supply and 
reinforcements within Chinese territory. 
It would be a hopeless and costly job to 
meéet these waves of Chinese aggression 
on Korean soil alone. 

2. Red China has a 30-year military 
alliance with the Sovict Union. Therefore, 
any attack on Chinese territory might be 
Seized as an excuse for Russia to move 
directly into the struggle. 

3. The democratic majority in the 
United Nations must make up its mind 
whether it will strike boldly at the source 
of this intervention and risk Russian in- 
terference or whether it will content itself 
with a prolonged and exhausting and not 
very decisive series of engagements exclu- 
sively on Korean soil. 

It must be admitted that the overall 
Situation is infinitely more delicate than it 
has been in the past three years. 

The delicacy of these circumstances is 
intensified by the vague position of other 
Asiatic powers. 


Should outright war With China ensue, 
it would be appalling easy for Asiatic rep- 
resentatives Of Russia to c6nVince other 
Asiati¢ countries that the strtiggle has 
been transformed into an open split be- 
tween Orient and Occident. 

It is difficult to know just what in- 
ducements Communism could hold out to 
India, for instance, and just how readily 
India would swallow the bait. 

India is not temperamentally commu- 
nistic. But like so many other half-educat- 
ed Asiatic nations, India has economic 
problems that are obviously insoluble 
through India’s own efforts. 

India has continued to grumble about 
im, ialism while India’s real problem is 
that Indians are very poor because they 
insist on having too many children and 
then want richer nations to provide for 
them at a higher standard of living than 
they or their ancestors have ever known. 

With an annual trade deficit of $600,- 
000,000 and a population with an average 
life duration of less than 30 years because 
they are underfed, India‘ is spending al- 
most 50 percent of this year's budget on 
an army and air force. 

India, like other Oriental nations, is 
plainly insolvent. And it is impossible to 
know just how much the lotos dreams 
peddled by Russia may appeal to them. 

If those Communist dreams dco appeal, 
it is not difficult to conceive of a general 
Oriental uprising signalled by the outbreak 
of open warfare against China,

It is the world’s most drowsy 
spot and, what's more, produces 
results in the form of a smail, 
electric-blue hard-shelled crab 
that makes delicious eating.

Fighting Strength 


The London Observer recently 
put its finger on the weakest 
feature of the western nations’ 
armament plans 

Britain has 376,000 men in army 
uniform, but only four army divi- 
sions. 

Russia has 2,800,000 men in 
army uniform, with 175 divisions 
ready for instant action. 

In other words, it takes nine 
men in British army uniform to 
get one man in a fighting division. 
It takes only two Russian soldiers 
to put one of those two in a front- 
line division. 

Even before the recent big 
boost in Canadian armament and 
army expenditures, we were 
spending about $425 million per 
year. 

That is, in 1950 Canada's war 
preparation budget was just about 
as big as the total expenditures, 
for all purposes, back when R. B. 
Bennett was prime minister. 


Fewer Men 
For Fighting 

Yet when the Korean war broke 
out, we had only one brigade 
ready for action; and that one was 
sPecially trained and equipped to 
repel attacks from the north. 

The question might well be 
asked: 

How come we are spending so 
much more and getting so much 
less in quickly available troops? 

The main reason is that we are 
spending so much more on the 
air force and navy. But our whole 


defence plan is based on the 
theory that:a third world war 
would be a slow motion affair; 


and that Canada would have time 
to mobilize a five or six division

Even The Experts 
Forget About Bids 


By Oswald Jacoby 

At least once a year I come out 
in print with the statement that 
the average player forgets all about 
the biddings as soon as the play 
begins, Just in case that average 
player thinks I'm picking on him, 
I'm happy to report that experts 


are sometimes just as bad, For) 


example, here’s a hand in which 
two experts forgot the bidding. 

East's bid of three no-trump 
was, of course, the old mullarkey. 
If spades were led, he could expect 
to take a spade, six diamonds (un- 
less he were very unlucky), and 
then maybe whatever happened to 
be iying around loose. 

If hearts were led, East might 
not do so well at three no-trump 
—particularly if North won and 
returned a club. (East couldn't 
tell that his partner had stoppers 
in hearts or clubs.)

willing to play three no-trump. If) 
he couldn't make it, the chances | 
were that South had a game at!

Every expert has trotted 
out such a bid many times in his 
career, And it’s always based on 
a long, solid suit (usually a minor). 
So when an opponent tries such a 
bid against an expert, that expert 
should wonder only, 
rascal have clubs or diamonds?” 

However, when this hand was 
played in a national tournament 
in England recently, West forgot 
about what his partner's bid un- 
doubtedly meant, He should have 
realized that the three no-trump 
bid was based on solid diamonds;| 
and a diamond opening lead would) 
have been the normal course. 
Against that defence South would 
have lost two diamonds, a spade, 
and a club, 

But, as we have said, West for- 
got what the bidding meant. He 
led the jack of clubs. This gave 
South the chance to make his 
contract. 

South won in his hand with the 
ace of clubs and ran three rounds 
of hearts at once in order to get 
rid of a diamond from dummy. 
Then he led a trump. 

East took the ace of spades, 
cashed the king of clubs, and then 
returned the deuce of diamonds 

Right here is where South should 
have remembered the bidding. It 
should have been absolutely clear 
to him that East had solid dia- 
monds (if anything) for his bid 
of three no-trump. And if East 
had solid diamonds, what wus he 
doing, leading a deuce on the first 
round of the suit? 

If South had asked himself those 
simple questions, he would have 
come to the only sensible conclu-| 
sion; and he would have put up 
the jack of diamonds, That would 
have won a rather surprising trick. 

Bu; South also forgot the bid- 
ding. He played his low diamond, 
and West was able to win with the 
ten, By this time, of course, West 
was fully awake.

17-16 win over Winnipeg Blue Bombers, dressing room of 
the vanquished Bombers was barred to newspapermen, 
with the possible exception of Maurice Smith, of the 
Winnipeg Free Press.

Somehow Mr. Smith (he may own shares in the club) 

successfully ran the gauntlet. 


At least he was observed, on those occasions when 
Bombers’ manager ‘Scotty’ Kennedy opened the door two 
to three inches, scribbling notes and otherwise being treat- 
ed like a newspaperman who it was recognized, was trying 
to do a job,

In the meantime the Edmonton scribes, along with 
Tony (Winnipeg Tribune) Allen, cooled their heels in 
the runway outside.

Finally the ultra-cautious Kennedy opened the door 
a full six inches, stuck his head out again and, after a 
searching scrutiny of the runway and its occupants, per- 
mitted coach ‘Butch’ Larson to leave the dressing room, 

In ‘fairness to Mr, Kennedy, a noted horseman, it 
should be admitted that'he did not insist that the scribes 
submit to the test for hoof and mouth disease before being 
allowed to talk to the Bomber mentor.

THE CURLING HOUSE 


Detailed 


_ For Beginners 


(This is the second in a series of articles on curling, written 
especially for the Bulletin by famed curler Billy Rose, former 
Canadian champion, from Sedgewick). 


Briefly speaking, curling is a 
game of skill played on ice, where- 
by a team, or “rink”, comprised o 
four curlers, and playing against 


another rink, endeavors to throw 
heavy granite stones, called curling 
rocks, closer to a given point. 

(| would like you to refer to 

the diagram and familiarize your- 
self with the main features and 
! measurements. 
The game is played on a long 
|narrow sheet of ice and the point 
of aim is called the button, The 
‘diagram shows the “house” and 
you will note the button is sur 
rounded by circles two feet apart 
and the house is twelve feet across. 
A rock must be in the house or 
biting the outside circle to qualify 
for a count. 

Since a house is marked out at 
each end of the ice all rocks are 
played back to the house at the 
starting end. A game usually con- 
sists of twelve ends with en extra 
end being plaved in case of a tie. 
Each player throws two rocks

_ Alberta schoo! trustees today began a barrage of criti- 
cism against the government's contentious County Act. 


Nearly 300 trustees are meeting 
at Victoria Composite high school. 

“The County Act .. . will put the 
administration of schools in a very 
secondary position and will be 
detrimental to the welfare of the 
|school children,” Rudolph Hennig, 
president of the Association, said 
in his address this morning. 


REVOLUTIONARY 


“The County Act... became law, 
{much to the surprise and consterna- 
| tion of your executive. This piece 
of legislation will, if implemented, 
have a revolutionary effect on the 


tion,” Sir Arthur A. Stone, Red 
Deer, declared in his report of the 
executive of the Association. 

“Tt is very doubtful if the County 
Act ... can be classed as a pro- 
| gressive step, Public opinion in all 
parts of the province seem to be 
| opposed to this form of government 
especially with respect to the pro- 
posed methods of school adminis- 
tration,” said A. G. Andrews, Ed- 
monton sxretany treasurer in his 


report. 

The County Act, under which 
joint administration of school, hos- 
pital and municipal districts would 
be maintained by a local county 
council, is also subject of several 
resolutions to be considered by the 
convention, 


| LEGALITIES STUDIES 

| On Wednesday, convention dele- 
}gates will hear the Association's 
legal counsel, S. Bruce Smith, KC, 
discuss the legal aspects of the con- 
tentious act which, though passed 
at the last Alberta's legislative ses-

“The increase of $850,000 in gov- 
ernment grants in aid of elemen- 
tary and high school education 
in 1949 was disappointing, espe- 
cially so when a total revenue 
for the province fer 1950 of 
| $75,000,000 was estimated,” Mr. 
Andrews’ said. 

Mr. Hennig reported that the gov- 
ernment’s School Borrowing Assist- 
lance Act, by which the government 
makes a direct capital grant of 
12% per cent to the cost of new 
buildings and additions which are 
provided for by borrowing, had an 
“unsatisfactory feature. 

“In order to receive these capi- 
tal grants, boards must go into debt 
for much larger amounts; those 
boards which would like to get 
aloag without borrowing and could 
|\do so with a little aid, get no 
help whatsoever,” Mr, Hennig said. 
| Premier E, C. Manning address- 
led the trustees in the morning ses- 
sion of the convention today, urg- 
ing them to show leadership in 
“making the welfare of all the 
concern of the individual group.”
